DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 21, 22, 27, 28, , 38-42, 51-54 have been canceled. Claims 23-26, 29-37, 43, 45- 
47, 55 and 56 have been amended. Claims 23-26, 29-37, 43-50, 55 and 56 are pending and 
under consideration. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear how claims 30 and 31 further modify claim 23. Claim 30 recites "wherein 
the tumor cell equivalents "comprise tumor cell membrane components". Claim 3 1 recites 
"wherein the tumor cell equivalents "comprise tumor cell polypeptides". The specification 
teaches that tumor cell equivalents are the membrane portion of tumor cells (page 11, lines 17- 
1 8). Thus, it would be inherent that said tumor cell equivalents comprised tumor cell membrane 
components and tumor cell polypeptides, therefore claims 30 and 31 are not further limiting. 

Claims 23-26, 29-37, 43-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention.

Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the limitation of 2 X 10 to 2.5 X 10 in section 
(a). The originally filed specification teaches a dose range for the priming vaccination of 2 X 10^ 
to 2.5 X 10^ . As the specification repeated refers to this first composition as "low dose" one of 
skill in the art would reasonably conclude that more than 2.5 X 10^ . was not part of the instant 
invention. 

Claim 46 now has incorporated a method step requiring the administration of 
cyclophosphamide followed by a second composition comprising 2 X 10^ to 2.5 X 10^ . This 
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method is not supported by the originally filed disclosure which contemplates a range of 1 X 10^ 
to 2.5 X 10^ for the second composition after cyclophosphamide. It is noted that original claim 
1 1 does not provide for the instant method requiring a smaller priming dose, followed by 
cyclophosphamide followed by a larger dose. One of skill in the art would reasonable conclude 
that applicant was not in possession of the instant method of amended claim 46 at the time the 
invention was filed. 

All other rejections and objections as set forth or maintained in the previous Office action 
are withdrawn in light of applicants amendments and arguments. 

Claims 55 and 56 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
